1t was proposed
by Senator Stone after a talk with
President Wilson and with other dem.
ocratic leaders. Senator Stone said
it was intended as an answer to the
propaganda for immediate adjourn-
ment of congress,

Par'y Measures,

Final Week of June Was Most
Favorable of Month on tlm
Crops

(By Assoclated Press)

Washington, July 1.— Atutal area
of 36,960,000 acres of cotton is In cul-
tivatien in the United Stotes aceord-
ing to the preliminary estinate of the
department of agriculture announced
today. This compares with 35,458,000
acier, the reviced estimate of acreage
in cultivation a year ago, 37,089,000
acrer picked lpst year, 34,283,000 in
1912 and 36,045,000 acres in 1911,

“The condition of the growing crop
on June 26 was 79.6 per cent of a nor-
mal, as compared with 74.3 per cent
on May 25, this year, 81.8 per cent on
June 26 last year, and 80.7 per cent
the ten vear average on June 25,

The month began with one of the
reverest drouths ever known in the
custern poriions of the cotton belt. It
greatly  retarded growth of “early
planted cotton and delayved the ger-
mination of late planted. In the west-
ern portions of the belt the first week
of the month war excessively wet.
Tuis prevented any improvement in
the plants and made cultivation and
planting difficult.

Betier conditione prevailed during
the second weck, the plant making
gand progress in the castern and cen-
tral portione of the belt, while in the
westein porticn had the most favor-
nhle weather for several weeks.

During the third week local ghow-
crs in the castern and central por-
tions of Lthe belt greatly Improved the
outlgok and early planted cotton gen-

Senator Cummins WHI Offer Bill

The senator an-
nounced he would propose an amend-
ment empowering the commiseion to
fix the limit and establishing the rule
that “no corporation should com-
mand an amount of capital which of
itgelf ten :d to establish a monop-
oly."

Senator Cumminc rajd his efforts
were not almed against "big business
as such.”

Steel Corporation, though L controll-
ed only about one-half of thé coun-
try’s £teel industry, through its cap-
italization of $1,500,000,000 had power

House of Lords Debate Best Mea-
sures For Preventing Fur-
ther Trouble

(By Associated Press)

London, July 1 —When the measure
lo amend the Irish Home rule came
up today for second rending in the
House of Lords, the Marguls of Lans-
downe, Unionist leader, announced
that as Ireland was one as the armed
camp, It was necessary to find a way
out of the threatening calamity. The
Unionists,  therefore, he sald, would
give the amending bill the second
reading and introduce amendments in
regard to the area to be excluded from
the operations of the home rule bill,
the duration of the exclusion and the
Bovernment of the execluded rea.
The Unfonists, he concluded, would
not agree to the second reading of the
home rule bill itself.

Lord Landsdowne added that the ac-
tlon in passing the second reading of
the amendment of the bill would be
misunderstood In many quarters but
there was no other way to avert civil
War. !
